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FREE PUBLIC BATHS, 

Sunday’s Post-Dispatch contained an interesting article 
showing what some American cities have done in the way of 
providing free public baths for their citizens. 

Since then, news comes that the city of New York, acting 
upon the long-continued appeals of the New York World, 
is taking steps to add eleven new free public baths to those 
already existing, the new baths to be open all year round. 

These baths are not to be mere river baths, but are to be 
located in the heart of the crowded tenement districts, where 
they are most needed. It is estimated that, including site, 
each bath will cost $33,000. As 30,000 people now visit the 
single free inland bath, at Rivington street, in a single sea- 
gon, the new system of baths will provide free bathing for at 
least 360,000 persons Who at present have no facilities for 
bathing or swimming. 

This will be a great step forward, for New York. But what 
about St. Louis? Such baths here should cost less than in 
New York. Shall we be contented with two or three river- 
side stockade pools? Shall this city rest content until it is in 
the front rank in this necessary and popular line of improve- 
ment?

It costs $3000 a year at least to keep a young girl of 17 going 
socially. ° The law allows it and the court awards it.

Fathers and mothers should make a note of this, and 17- 
year-old girls should not fail to insist upon their rights.
